During etch w inter for two or thro** 
years after be had reached the age of 
seven Andrew Jackson was sent to tbs 
old field school of a .Mr. Branch. A fter 
this lie attended the select school vvhicb 
a Presbyterian preacher, the Rev. Dr. 
D avid Humphreys, taught in the W a x ­ 
haw settlement. 
lit' appears to have 
been going to this higher school, in ti > 
spring of 1780, when the iuioad of T ar 
leton created a pattie in that portion of 
the Carolinas. At some later period of 
his youth he is said to have attended 
the old Queen college or seminary at 
Charlotte a couple of terms, hut the.* 
time is not definitely known. 
As to education, therefore, it may be 
safely stated that Andrew Jackson en­ 
joyed much more than the ordinary ad­ 
vantage of a backwoods boys of his 
time. A t the age of ten he had become 
so good a reader that he was often 
choseu to read lac newspaper to the 
assembled neighbors, and he remem­ 
bered with pride in after years that he 
had thus had die honor of “ reading out 
loud” the Declaration of Independence 
upon its arrival in the Waxhaws. Fo r 
a lad of ten this was, indeed, some­ 
thing to remember with honest pride.—
